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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The amendments made to Claims 1, 3, 6-7, 10-13, 15, 20-21, 24-27, 29, 31, 34-35, and 
38-41 have been considered. 

2. Claims 2, 4, 8-9, 16, 18, 22-23, 30, 32, and 36-37 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 1, 3, 5-7, 10-15, 17, 19-21, 24-29, 31, 33-35, and 38-42 are now in condition for 
allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 3, 5-7, 10-15, 17, 19-21, 24-29, 31, 33-35, and 38-42 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims that have 
been amended have been done in a manner that includes the limitations of the claims that were 
previously noted as allowable if written in independent form. The independent claims will be 
traversed in detail. 

6. Claim 1 now includes the limitations of Claims 2 and 4, which causes the independent 
Claim to include a specific set of steps of increasing the maximum page ahead value in response 
to a determination of whether or not the memory is constrained at a certain level. This causes the 
method of Claim 1 to be unique and novel when combined with the limitations of the original 
Claims 1 and 2. 

7. Claim 7 now includes Claims 8 and 9, which causes the claim to include shift value 
calculation based on a difference between the freelist value predetermined value and bit shifting 
by the said value. Since this is a very specific process, it could not be overcome by a 
combination of prior art. Therefore, Claim 7 is now novel. 
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8. Claims 13 and 29 are now novel based on the same principles as Claim 1. 

9. Claims 21 and 35 are now novel based on the same principles as Claim 7.
